War is hell. The Church is, or ought to 
be, the Kingdom of Heaven. What possible 
truce can there be between them ?

-We condemn arson, adultery, murder, 
burglary, lying and theft. War includes 
them all, and in a form more exaggerated, 
more self-evidently wrong, than any one of 
them taken alone. War repeals the Ten 
Commandments and explicitly places a por- 
tion of the human race outside the obligation 
of Christian love. 

Let us fill our hearts with love and look 
forth upon our enemies, if we have enemies, 
with that love, and we shall see clearly that 
a Christian war is as impossible as a Christian 
murder.”’ 


MINISTERS AND WAR. 

We see that Mr. E. L. Godkin, the emi- 
nent editor, says in the New York Evening 
Post, that ministers should not pray for 
success of our arms,’ etc., etc. 


He thinks they might as well approach the throne 
of grace “ with a petition that the enemy might have 
his optic nerve cut by a ball; that he might have his 
pelvis smashed; that he might be disembowelled; 
that he might lose one or two legs; that he might lie 
on the field 36 hours, mortally wounded; that he 
might die of enteric fever; that his provisions and 
water might give out; that his house might be burn- 
ed and his family left roofless and starving. In this 
way the real nature of the war would be laid before 
the public carrying it on,and something would be 
done to disabuse the minds of the young men and 
their parents of the idea that war is simply a kind of 
diversion, of the nature of a football game, which 
will elevate their character, improve their health and 
increase their business.” 


THE REVEREND CLERGY. 


It is suggested to us that more lawyers than clergy- 
men speak boldly against war, and it may beso. The 
clergyman [generally speaking] is a poor man, with 
a wife and family dependent upon him for support. 
He is fitted for no other business than that for which 
he has been educated, and if for any cause he loses 
the parish over which he presides, it is not always 
easy to find another. Taking all things into con- 
sideration we are inclined to think he tries to do 
about as well as he can under the circumstances, and 
if [as in our Civil War] the clergyman north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line prays the Lord somewhat different- 
ly from his brother living south of that line, we are 
not inclined te be too hard upon him. 


Perhaps if most of those who complain of the clergy 
were placed in the same circumstances they would do 
no better. Our own father was a clergyman and we 
know something about it.

We wish the following from The New York 
Herald, republished in The Boston Evening 
Transcript of November 27th, may be read 
by every editor in America north of Mexico 
—to all of whom our little paper goes every 
month. 

“The Chinese side, presented by Mr. Wu Ting 
Fang [the Chinese minister at Washington], in his 
dispassionate address at Philadelphia, may well ap- 
peal strongly to every fair mind the world over. If 
among a people to whom he is an accredited minister 
he speaks with less feeling and more moderation of 


the wrongs done his country than have many Ameri- 
cans and Europeans, it is because of his own sense of 
propriety and his official position. But that fact will 
only serve to give greater force to what he says and 
command a more considerate hearing. 

Would any European Government tolerate for a 
moment the treatment of which China has been the 
victim? Would any Western people submit to the 
outrages that have been perpetrated upon the Chinese? 
Under similar circumstances would not an uprising 
to cast out the ‘ foreign devils’ be natural and inevit- 
able in any civilized community ? 

Well, the worm dared to turn, and what has fol- 
lowed? With no pretence of war, forts have been 
bombarded, cities looted, and Chinese slaughtered. 
In keeping with this barbarity are the savage terms 
sought to be imposed upon the helpless victim. To 
satisfy his Prussian majesty’s vengeance a blood 
demand is made which is as impossible of enforce- 
ment as it is uncivilized. A money indemnity is 
added so fabulous in amount as to seem a mere pre- 
text for the seizure of territory or for driving China 
to war or ruin. To cap all, the empire is asked to give 
up the sovereign rights of an independent nation and 
its means of self-defence. 

Were ever terms so barbarous or impossible pre- 
sented by a conqueror to a vanquished foe? Was ever 
a spectacle so anomalous and extraordinary presented 
in time of peace by a group of civilized Powers deal- 
ing with one of the oldest empires known to history ?”

(2) That the population of China is one- 
eighth larger than that of all Europe. 

(3) That China has already an army of 
about a million men. 

(4) That China has already large collec- 
tions of the most improved arms bought 
from England and Germany, and also fac- 
tories for their manufacture. 

(5) That no better material for soldiers 
can be found in the world and no armies 
can be supported more cheaply or move with 
less impediment and greater rapidity. 

(6) That China can never be starved by 
blockade as it is entirely independent of 
all outside supplies, and has for centuries 
had vast public granaries as a protection 
against bad harvests, so that there is al- 
ways a vast reserve of rice (the staple food 
of the country) on hand. 

(Great pity that the same has not been 
done in India. } 

From the above it very clearly appears 
that the nations of Europe have been 
waking up a sleeping giant—that Napoleon 
was wise when he declined to conquer some 
of their provinces and learn them the art of 
war—and that if European nations now 
enter upon a war with China they will 
cause vast suffering and death to many 
thousands of their own subjects, and per- 
haps a hundred thousand of our American 
horses and other animals of transport, and 
while they would kill but a very small por- 
tion of the four hundred millions or more 
of Chinese, would retire leaving very nearly 
four hundred millions of as good soldiers 
as can be found in the world, fully under- 
standing ‘‘ the art of war.”

EFFECT OF MUSIC ON THE SICK.

It seems that a patient 
suffering from insomnia had been sent to sleep 
twice by their music; but as some doubt about the 
fact was expressed by a physician in the hospital, 
the choir determined to try the effect of their charms 
upon a whole ward—and actually succeeded. They 
sent four patients out of fourteen into sound slumber, 
and rendered drowsy all the others, in the short 
space of twenty minutes.

HUMANE EDUCATION AND PREVEN- 
TION OF CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


At the December meeting of the Directors of the 
American Humane Education Society and Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, held on the 19th ult., President Angell reported 
that the Society’s agents had attended to 2674 cases 
during the month, taken 79 horses from work, and 
mercifully killed 116 horses and other animals. 

487 Bands of Mercy had been formed during the 
month, making the total of Bands 44,373. 

Resolutions were passed expressing regret at the 
death of Mr. Wm. Minot, who for many years has, 
without pecuniary compensation, acted as chairman 
of the trustees of the permanent funds of the two 
Societies, during all of which time not a dollar has 
been lost by bad investment. Mr. Laurence Minot 
was elected a trustee in place of his deceased brother, 
and Hon. A. E. Pillsbury to be counsel for the two 
Societies. 


COLLEGE ROWDYISM—A PRIZE OF 

$100. 

A few days since I was called upon by 
a Boston gentleman, who sadly told me how 
his son had been practically ruined in pass- 
ing through Harvard University. 

To-day, December Sth, I have a letter from 
another Boston gentleman whose son is now 
in Harvard University, expressing fear that 
his college course is likely to do him more 
harm than good, and urging me to do all in 
my power to improve the condition of things 
in our colleges. 

On this same December Sth I find in The Bos- 
ton Morning Herald an account of most out- 
rageous hoodlumism taken part in by a large 
portion of the sophomore class of Boston 
University, and side by side with this I find 
on my table in The Sacred Heart Review of 
this same December 8th, copied from The 
Montreal Star, an account of recent outrages 
of students of McGill College (Protestant) 
at a railway station — shouting, howling, 
banging great milk cans about — emptying 
bread-carts and pelting each other with the 
loaves—compelling a bridal couple waiting 
for the train to march up and down before 
them while they sang rude, insulting songs 
—and blacking both the eyes of an old gen- 
tleman who ventured to remonstrate with 
them. 

This account also describes how the medi- 
cal students of this same college have car- 
ried to the theatres thigh bones of the bodies 
they have dissected, with which they play- 
fully whacked the floor and seats. 

These things coming to me in one morn- 
ing’s mail are only a few samples of mul- 
titudes of similar transactions almost con- 
tinually occurring in many of our institutions 
of learning. Is there not some way of stop- 
ping this business? Years ago I had the 
pleasure of addressing the faculties and 
students of several of our northern colleges 
(Harvard, Dartmouth, Amherst, Williams] 
and some southern and western, and of 


urging the formation in our educational 
institutions of a new order of chivalry, 
whose vow should be similar to that of the 
knights of the middle ages, ‘‘to protect the 
defenceless and maintain the right.” 

And I have also urged at various times 
that some of the wealthy men who are 
giving such large sums to our colleges and 
universities, should establish in them pro- 
fessorships of humanity. 

I should like to stimulate thought on this 
subject and get the best views of those best 
qualified to advise. 

I have at various times offered prizes to 
all American college students for best essays 
on ‘‘the effect of humane education on the 
prevention of crime’’—also to all the Ameri- 
can press for essays on the same subject— 
also $500 to writers of best essays on vivi- 
section—also to all writers on best plans of 
settling the Venezuela difficulty without 
war—also various prizes for other essays 
and best humane stories, and these prize 
offers have resulted in great good. 

I now take pleasure in offering, in behalf 
of our “American Humane Education So- 
ciety,’’ a prize of one hundred dollars for the 
best plan of carrying humane education into 
our colleges and universities, and would re- 
quest the presidents of all these institutions 
[who receive our paper every month] to call 
the attention of their students to this offer, 
which may bring to some one of them not only 
a hundred dollars, but a far more valuable 
reward. 

These plans must not exceed two thousand 
words, must be written plainly, must be 
signed with a fictitious name, and sent me on 
or before March ist, 1901. Enclosed with 
each must be a sealed envelope containing 
the real name and post-office address of the 
writer, which will not be opened until the 
decision is made.

AT THE BOTTOM OF MARBLEHEAD 
HARBOR. 

Many years ago a most refined and esti- 
mable lady asked the legal firm, of which we 
were then a partner, to procure for her a 
divorce from her husband [a rich man], 
against whom the evidence was simply over- 
whelming. In the interest of her children we 
proposed that she should ask her husband 
to give her a separate maintenance instead 
of a divorce. She accepted the advice and 
submitted it to her husband.

To make a long story short, we dealt very 
promptly with this man, who was glad to get 
off by releasing her from the insane asylum 
and giving her the separate maintenance 
she asked, but he expressed his personal 
feeling towards us by wishing that we were 
at the bottom of Marblehead harbor, from 
which we were in the habit of sailing an 
hour or two almost every evening. 

We are sorry to add that we have reason 
to believe that other men [with more 
or less profanity] have expressed similar 
wishes, but we propose to keep on denounc- 
ing all unnecessary wars and every other 
form of cruelty, both to animals and men, 
so long as we have power to write what 
others will read.

ICY STREETS. 

We wish to call the attention of all the

SEA GULLS. 

That sea gulls are possessed with strong 
affection for each other was clearly demon- 
strated near the Ogdensburg ferry dock the 
other day. Two of these birds, evidently 
mates, were flying over the water about 500 
feet from the ferry dock, when a man shot 
one of them. As the dead bird was lying on 
the water, her mate did everything in his 
power to help her up. He would fly close to 
her, and several times tried with his bill to 
raise her out of the water. He hovered 
around the spot some time after the dead 
bird was taken away. 


RESCUED A BLIND HORSE. 

A blind horse wandered into the mill pond 
at Mountain Grove, and getting beyond his 
depth, swam around in a circle trying to 
find a way out. His distress attracted a 
horse which belonged to postmaster Charles 
Z. Hevener to the water’s edge, which tried 
to direct the blind horse to the shore by 
neighing repeatedly. Failing in this he 
plunged into the water of Back Creek, swam 
out to the unfortunate animal, seized its 
foretop and towed the quadruped to terra 
firma, amid the cheers of upward of one hun- 
dred persons who had become spectators. The 
circus people have made Mr. Hevener some 
fabulous offers for his horse, but he refuses 
to sell.— Independent State, West Virginia, 
Nov. 15th.

We had a very interesting interview with 
this earnest lady, but before its close she be- 
came satisfied that before we could meet all 
the demands upon us Divine Providence must 
move the hearts of the Rothschilds.
